Seaburg today denied any heroism 
in lifting the other men from the 
plane.

It 
was approved by the Assembly committee on conservation, plan­ 
ning and public works and moved to the ways and means com­ 
mittee. 


The bill, by assemblyman Patrick D. McGee of Van Nuys, 
would creat a toll road commission—the present highway com- 
mission-which would have authority to float bond issues not 
to exceed three billion dollars to build roads. 


Motorists would pay a cent a mile to travel over these roads 
until they are paid for.

Three other major routes, besides 
the Marin-Oregon road, were listed 
to the bill They include San Diego 
to Los Angeles, Los Angeles to Ari­ 
zona or Nevada, and San Francisco 
to Nevada, 
Although not definitely set up in 
the bill, the author apparently con­ 
templates construction of new high­ 
ways with the funds rather thaw 
the improvement of present high­ 
ways.

WALTER LIPPMANN: 


Last week the Indepcndent-Jounii] publish* 
ed a front page picture showing g a r b a g e 
dumped along one of our high wavs. It was 
a sizeable pile of trash, but not any uncommon 
light along Marin roads. 
It it hard to understand persons who will 
willfully destroy the beauty of a county such 
as oun by dumping garbage and trash at any 
place convenient, without regard to the possible 
consequences. Besides the i*»th with which it 
litters the highways and fields, such thought­ 
less action could land the uncoof»erative person 
in jail under Marin’s laws. 
More easily understood, but still just* as 
thoughtless, are the persons who throw trash 
like old cigaret packages, ice cream wrappers, 
beer cans and such items from their cars. These 
thoughtless people 
seem to believe that 
their little piece of litter can help the general 
untidyness, which iiFfhe end helps destroy the 
beauty of many of our outstanding attractions. 
A third type of beauty menace is the thought­ 
less picnicker who fails to clean up after him­ 
self. He leaves his papcrs to blow, his garbage 
to attract the flies and his bottles to be broken 
as threats to the safety of the next picnic party. 
Against all three types of beauty-blighters a 
statewide campaign has been launched by the 
state chamber of commerce. The chamber urges 
everyone to "practice good housekeeping" 
while on the road. 
And it has a practical suggestion to make. 
Carry with you, the chamber says, a couple of 


old grocery store bags. Use them the way many 
of you do at home. Put the trash in the ha«, 
then deposit the whole thing in first garbage 
or trash disposal you can see. If you don’t see 
one, take the whole thing home and put it in 
your own garbage can. 


The idea is catching on, too. Many public 
bodies are embarking on a full measure of co­ 
operation lo keep their areas clean. 


For example the board of supervisors of 
Monterey county is furnishing special trash bags 
which are being distributed by service stations 
and c hamber of commerce in the Monterey, Pa­ 
cific Grove, Seaside area. Vacationists in Se­ 
quoia national park are furnished trash bags as 
they enter the park. 


Santa Ana branch of California Garden dubs 
is putting on a special drive for placing of trash 
containers along highways leading to the Ir­ 
vine ranch where the Boy Scout national jam­ 
boree is to be held in July. They know that 
thousands of persons will be using the roads 
to the ranch where some 50,000 Boy Scouts will 
encamp for a week. 


We in Marin, who especially take pride in 
our beautiful scenic attractions, can well con­ 
sider these and other methods of making Marin 
even more marvelous. First step we all must 
take, however, is to make sure that we individ­ 
ually are doing nothing which will detract by 
even one gum wrapper trora other people's en­ 
joyment of the countryside.

The idea of conference* s i ¿ho 
highest level is shaped *nd col­ 
ored in our minds oy ¿he memo­ 
ries and the myths of the great 
meetings during the wsr. 
They began in August. 1941 as 
two power meetings. They were 
continued in Washington, in C a a - 
blanca, in Quebec 
and, 
finally, 
they became three power meet­ 
ings at Teheran, Yalta and Pots­ 
dam. 
No one can hope and no one 
need fear that conferences like 
these can be held today. The con­ 
ditions are fundamentally differ­ 
ent in that no one in the West, 
and probably one one in the So­ 
viet Union, can now speak with 
anything like the authority with 
which the war and their war pow­ 
ers invested Churchill, Roosevelt 
and Stalin. 


AT THE HIGHEST level today 
there are men who have only a 
very limited and an uncertain au­ 
thority to commit their own na­ 
tions. 
This critical and decisive con­ 
dition was demonstrated — one 
might say too damatically and too 
neatly—by what happened to the 
Mayer 
government 
in 
Trance. 
Three hours after the French As­ 
sembly bad cheered the prime min­ 
ister’s announcement of the Ber­ 
muda meeting, it overthrew his 
government. 
He was overthrown for reasons 
which had nothing whatsoever to 
do with international questions. 
THE FRENCH Assembly, l i k e 
other 
post-war 
legislatures, 
is 
moved primarily «by internal con­ 
siderations. It is not 
willing 
to 
make the effort, to take the party 
and factional risks, to challenge 
the domestic interests and organ­ 
ised voters, in order to support an 
executive equal to the issues of the 
great world conflict. 
Though the impotence of the ex­ 
ecutive might not have been so 
painfully obvious to the rest of 
the world, it would still have been 
the case if tigg Mayer government 
had been allowed to survive until 
after the Bermuda meeting. May­ 
er's successors will be as helpless 
until and unless the profound con­ 
stitutional disorder is corrected. 
The disorder lies in the fact that 
the elected assembly has over-rid­ 
ing supremacy. The disorder can- 
not be corrected until ads suprem­ 
acy is reduced and a balance of 
forces is restored. 
^ 


IN THE CONDITION of legisla­ 
tive supremacy, the prime minister 
can attend a confererence at the 
highest level, but is quite unable to 
make commitments. He is unable, 
therefore, to negotiate on any 
great question of war and peace. 
There is nothing that the all- 
powerful legislature will agree to. 
It will not agree to fl^ht the war 
in Indo-China to a conclusion, nor 
will it agree to let the war be 


liquidated by negotiation. It will 
not come to terms with the prob­ 
lem of German unity and rearma­ 
m ent 
On every question the faction 
which is in the opposition, even if 
it Is a minority, is always able to 
prevail. The only course to which 
the legislature can consent is to 
do nothing new which requires new 
decisions. 


THE PLIGHT OF France on the 
eve of the high level talks shows 
up in s mirror, no doubt much 
magnified, but still essentially re­ 
vealing, our own condition. 
The president cannot, of course, 
be dismissed as was the prime min­ 
ister. But rarely, if ever before in 
our history has there been such 
an enormous invasion and usur­ 
pation of the constitutional prerog­ 
atives of the present. 
President Eisenhower is able to 
call a meeting in Bermuda. But, 
unless he has recovered his con­ 
stitutional prerogatives and has 
restored his authority before he 
goes to that meeting, he will not 
be able to find the ground of unity 
in the Western alliance. 


A COMMON POLICY for the 
Western World will require deci­ 
sions of high policy in the Far 
% East and in Europe. The presi­ 
dent is not now able, is not now 
permitted, lo make these. He will 
be trying to square the circle if he 
thinks he can reach a working 
unity with the commonwealth and 
with Europe until he has restored 
unity and discipline under his own 
leadership inside his own govern­ 
m ent 
To do this wffl take time even 
at the best, even supposing that 
the president and his advisers are 
now beginning to realize the po­ 
litical facts of life. The Bermuda 
project was a good expedient to buy 
time.Hlut what will come of it de­ 
pends on how the president uses 
the time he has bought. 


IF HE USES IT, as he could so 
easily. and readily do, to mount 
again to the moral position for 
which he was so overwhelmingly 
elected, that of the ralfying point 
of the nation, the issues which now 
divide the Allies and seem so big 
and so m enrr ng would quickly 
diminish and be manageable. 
But if he does not listen to bet­ 
ter advice than he has been g a ­ 
ting on how the American system 
of government works, on what the 
office of the president in fact is, 
then Bermuda could produce omi­ 
nous proof that the 
alliance 
In 
which we are preeminent is dis­ 
integrating. 
This would be a tragedy of his­ 
toric proportions, a terrible vindi­ 
cation of Stalin’s prophecy and a 
fearful setback in the Soviet Union 
to whatever forces may now be 
struggling to work out of the Stal­ 
inist system.

Time Limit Off Sessions

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — Al­ 
though there are no measures be­ 
fore the legislature to be submitted 
to the people of the state return­ 
ing the legislative sessions to an 
unlimited time, there nevertheless 
is some sentiment among legisla­ 
tors to accomplish this purpose. 


For two sessions, the legislature 
has been limited to 120 days, a 
, provision which legislators say has 
contributed to dilatory tactics and 
the submersion of important is­ 
sues in the confusion of last-min­ 
ute legislation. 


THIS LEGISLATIVE session has

One of the biggest issues of the 
session, the question of whether or 
not the state shall spend a bil­ 
lion, three hundred million tax­ 
payers' dollars for administrative 
operations and subventions during 
the next fiscal year, was delayed 
until the closing two weeks of the 
session.

The new St. Rita s church, Fair­ 
fax, will be dedicated at 10:30 am 
Memorial Day, Saturday. The Rev. 
John J. Mitty, archbishop of San 
Francisco, will officiate. Participat­ 
ing in the ceremonial wiU be mem­ 
bers of the clergy who have served 
as curates in past years and two 
priest brothers who left St. Rita's 
parish to eater the priesthood. 
After services a Solemn Mass 
Coram Pontiflce will be celebrated. 
The Rev. Thomas P. Gilbert will be 
celebrant of the mass with the Rev. 
John Sweeney, deacon, and his 
brother, the Rev. Louis Sneeney, 
subdeacon. The Rev. William J. 
Kitchen, will be master of cere­ 
monies. 
Archbishop Mitty wiU preside at 
the mass. His assistant priest will 
be the Rev. Richard Prenderville; 
first assistant deacon, the Rev. 
James Cooeannon; second assistant 
deacon, the Rev. Hugh McKenna; 
metropolitan cross bearer, the Rev. 
William F. Dillon. Master of cere­ 
monies will be the Rev. Leo Maher. 
After the Mass, the archbishop 
will give an address. 
1 
NEAR OTHER BUILDING 
The new buikUng which now 
a few yards from the little 
shingled building which has h 
St. Rita's worshippers for mart than 
36 years, was begun last fall under 
the direction of the pastor, the Rev. 
Albert T. Duffy. Martin Rist, San 
Francisco, is architect, and con­ 
tractor is William Moroney. 
The new church is built along 
Spanish colonial lines. It is a wood 
frame structure with roee-tinted 
stucco finish. The roof is of mission 
style tile and the bell tower is domed 
in van-colored tile surmounted by a 
gold cross. The front elevation is 
marked by a spacious entrance over 
which can be seen the large rose 
window depicting the image of St 
Rita, patroness of the church. This 
window which lights the gallery and 
choir loft, was the gift of the St 
Rita's Men's club in memory of the 
Rev. Peter X Bennett, former pastor. 
There are three side entrances; two 
on the left side of the church and 
one between the rectory and church. 
LITURGICAL ALTAR 
The center and focal point of the 
church interior is the Uturglcel altar 
of heavy oak with the lamb and 
book symbol embossed in gold. This 
altar was removed from the old 
church and it was necessary to in­ 
crease its size to conform with the 
spaciousness of the new sanctuary. 
This was ¿lone by raising the side 
paneling, reredos and baidacchino 


peted wall-to-wall in red and the 
carpet continues down the center 
aisle to front entrance. The stained 
glass windows which adorn the 
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sanctuary were designed and made 
by Carl Huneke. The installation of 
three additional stained-glass works 
for the side windows has been de 
layed because this artist is now in 
Europe attending a convention of 
stained glass artists. 
SMALL ALTARS 
Housed in a niche on either side 
of the main altar are small altars 
on which reporn the traditional 
statues of Blessed Mother and St. 
Joseph. 
The gallery houses the choir loft 
and Mueller organ which Has over 
500 pipes. 
New oak pews have been installed 
and properly spaced lor the comfort 
of parishioners. The kneelers have 
been 
covered 
with 
the 
latest 
cushions. 
Seating capacity in the new edi­ 
fice will be 500 with accommodations 
for an additional 100 in the gallery. 
One of the unique features of the 
new church will be a "mother's 
room" or "cry room” for mothers 
with small children. This is a small 
chapel in the rear of the church 
glassed off from the congregation 
proper and equipped with a loud 
speaker so that the mothers may 
see, hear and participate in all of 
the services. 
LITTLE CHAPEL 
The little chapel will accommodate 
about 50 people and is it will be 
placed the beautiful hand-carved 
marble statue of St. Rita which 
one of the parishioners brought 
from Italy and donated to the 
parish. In this chapel mass win be 
celebrated during the week in win 
tertime. 
Plans to landscape the grounds 
surrounding the parish buildings will 
be drawn and parishioners may 
participate by donating whatever 
plant or shrub is called for in .the 
design. '

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HOME ADVISOR'S NOTES: 
Dressed Vs. .Ready To Cook 
Question Faces Homemakers

Whether to buy chicken, turkey 
or other poultry in “dressed’’ or in 
“ready-to-cook” style is a decision 
homemakers frequently ponder. If 
you are planning to serve chicken 
over the holiday 
weekend, 
you’ll 
want to get the most for your 
money. 
“Dressed” means only that the 
bird has been bled and had feathers 
removed before it is weighed for 
pricing. After weighing, the butch»1 
removes head, feet and inedible or­ 
gans. In contrast, ready-to-cook 
poultry not only has been bled and 
picked but also 
Is 
fully 
drawn 
(eviscerated). The he*d, feet and 
viscera are taken oui before the 
bird is weighed for pricing. Poultry 
labeled “ready to cook” should have 
been thoroughly cleaned, inside and 
out, and should be free 
of pin 
feathers. The giblets (liver, gizzard 
and heart) have 
been 
washed, 
trimmed’ and wrapped. In a whole 
bird these usually are placed inside 
the body cavity. The neck often is 
wrapped with them. 
Here are tips to help evaluate 
price and other differences between 
the two styles: 
1. When you buy dressed poultry 
you pay for removable waste. About 
% or more of the weight you pay for 
in a dressed chicken, and about 1/« 
or more in a dressed turkey, is re­ 
moved and discarded when the bird 
Is drawn. Thus, you should pay con­ 
siderably less per pound for dressed 
poultry 
than 
for 
ready-to-cook 
poultry, 


out just how much you pay, do this: 
When you buy a dressed bird, jot 
down its weight, the price per pound, 
and tiie total price you pay before 
the bird is drawn. Then get the 
weight after it is drawn. These fig­ 
ures will show the cost of the weight 
you take home and the waste you 
paid for. 
3. Buying dressed poultry may 
take time and be less convenient. 
You may have to wait your turn to 
select the bird and then wait for 
the butcher to draw it. At home, 
you may have to spend extra time 
cleaning the bird, inside and out. 
and removing lungs, windpipe, oil 
sac and pinfeathers. 
In contrast, ready-to-cook birds 
may be chosen quickly in many 
modem stores from self-service, re­ 
frigerated cases. The label tells the 
exact cooking weight, the cost per 
pound and the total cost-figured 
after the waste is removed.

EXPERTS REMOVE GUESSWORK 
FROM REFRIGERATOR STORING 
WASHINGTON (UJ*)—Agriculture Department experts trnve 
released result* of a study designed to take the guesswork out of 
storing foods in the refrigerator. 
Food technologists point out that thè keeping quality of 
perishable foods depends on their condition before they are popped 
into the refrigerator and also on the temperature and humidity 
erf the refrigerator. 
But, they said if the homemaker does her part, wrapping 
foods correctly and keeping them at the right spot in the box— 
meats and poultry in the coldest area near the freezing unit—it 
is possible to predict “roughly” a food’s probable storage life. 
They recommend use of a thermometer to take temperatures 
in different parte of the refrigerai» and then follow the» guides: 
Milk—kept below 45 degrees should be used within three days 
for best quality; eggs—kept at 42 should be used within seven days 
for best quality but probable storage life is from two to six weeks; 
hard cheese—kept tightly wrapped may keep “for months" while 
soft cheese will keep only from one to two weeks. 
Storage time for fresh meats varies considerably, The life of 
pork cuts is * somewhat shorter” than the other meats. A general 
rule of thumb is that ground meat be used in one day, variety 
meats in two days, and fresh meat cuts in three to six days. 
Most cured meat should be used within seven days for best 
quality, but will keep as long as seven weeks—the limit for smoked 
tongue. Sliced bacon has a “probable storage life” of from three to 
four weeks; a whole ham, six weeks; half a ham, three to four 
weeks; smoked tongue, five to seven weeks; dried beef, four to 
sis weeks, and corned beef, six days. 
The experts say poultry should be wrapped loosely and Used 
within two or throe days. Fresh fish, with the.shortest storage 
span, should be used with in one day.

It has been many a long year 
since this foods editors conscience 
would let her blithely suggest that 
anybody can afford a rib roast of 
beef, but today is the day. We say 
freely, “roast beef, king of the din­ 
ner table, is a meat anyone can af­ 
ford.’* Actually rib roast of beef i? 
selling in many stores at hamburger 
prices of last year. 
Buying Pointers. 
For successful 
roasting, a rib roast of beef should 
have at least two ribs. This will 
serve four persons with leftovers for 
at least one other meal. A three-rib 
roast wiD serve six, with leftovers 
If there are only two persons to be 
fed, you might buy a one-rib roast 
and then, instead of roasting it, 
broil it exactly as you would a 
thick steak. Ahhhhi 
Rolled Rib Roast. This is a stand­ 
ing rib roast from which the bones 
have been removed; then it has been 
rolled and tied. This roast should 
be roasted fat side up in a shallow 
open pan as in cooking a standing 
rib roast but it should be placed on 
a rack for drippings. Allow 10 min­ 


utes more cooking time per pound 
than for standing ribs. 
Rump Roast Oven-roast only 
very high quality, top grade rump 
roast. Most rump roasts should be 
pot roasted. 
Extra Roasting Hints. No need to 
flour a roast before cooking .. . nor 
to baste it during cooking. No sear­ 
ing in a hot oven. We now know 
that we get less shrinkage, more 
servings and a beautifully browned 
roast when one oven temperature is 
maintained throughout the roasting 
period . . . 335 degrees. 
Rare roast beef 22 minutes per 
pound. Medium, 26 minutes per 
pound. Well-done, 30 minutes per 
pound. Remove roast from oven 15 
minutes before time to carve it; 
makes carving easier and allows 
time for gravy making. Good eating!

Summer Place Mat Sets 


“The only way to settle equitably 
and predictably international dis­ 
putes is by cooperation. The mili­ 
tary minds of our country put at 
the top of their list active coopera­ 
tion between nations to abolish 
atomic weapons.” This was the 
statement made by Dr. Eugene Bur­ 
dick at last week’s meeting of the 
Fourteenth District, California Con­ 
gress of Parents and Teachers. 
More than a hundred delegates 
attended the meeting held in the 
Methodist Church, Petaluma. Dr. 
(Burdick, past director of the World 
’ Affairs Council of Northern Cali­ 
fornia and now instructor in po­ 
litical science, University of Cali­ 
fornia at Berkeley, returned recent­ 
ly from a military affairs confer­ 
ence in Washington which he at­ 
tended in his capacity as academic 
consultant to the Naval War Col­ 
lege. Because of his background and 
experience, he was well qualified to 
discuss the topic of the day, “In 
Partnership With the World.” 
Dr. Burdick explained the dra­ 
matic change to thinking of the 
military as the result of practical 
reasoning. After what they had seen 
at Frenchman’s Flat, they realized 
it would be impossible to foresee 
conditions in the world after a war 
with atomic weapons. In the past 
they could foresee and control. Prac­ 
tical reasoning, self-interest, dictated 
outlawing of atomic weapons Dr. 
Burdick said. He declared: “In our 
efforts toward world partnership, 
there must be an end to sentimen­ 
tality and a beginning of realism. 
A sentimentalist is one who qjr- 
sists in doing something after it 


has been demonstrated that it is 
impractical.” He warned that not 
ah “tough-minded” people art prac­ 
tical and that that which may ap­ 
pear to be sentimental may be prac­ 
tical if it can be proved that sen­ 
timent can be made to “pay off." 
Dr. Burdick explained that it 
may appear to be sentimental to 
say that all people should have a 
chance to b® educated but the find­ 
ings of the U. S. Chamber of Com­ 
merce show that production in­ 
creases with the education of peo­ 
ple. Those who have traditionally 
supported low tariffs have been ac­ 
cused of undue love for foreigners 
and of penalizing the American 
working man. Since World War n, 
there has been a revolution to 
thinking, not sentimental, but in 
practical economics. The San Fran­ 
cisco Chamber of Commerce asked 
for a permanent extension of re- 
cripocal trade agreements and that 
technical experts be sent abroad to 
assist. 
UNESCO VALUE 
UNESCO has been damned as a 
colection of Utopians and a syno­ 
nym for ineffectuality. Such rea­ 
soning is a perfect example of the 
sentimental approach the speaker 
said and added that UNESCO has 
made mistakes which should be 
recognized but it has accomplished 
much at low cost. He believes that 
an educational program can in­ 
crease understanding and lessen 
dang«1 of war. 
Scientific cooperation, a partner­ 
ship with scientists to other nations 
is essential to scientific develop­ 
ment, Dr. Buraick said, and added 


that to gafft knowledge there must 
be an exchange of scientific, literary 
and artistic material. 
In answer to question “How are 
we going to get those behind Iron 
Curtain to cooperate?" Dr. Burdick 
•said he thought the question of 
sincerity should not be raised and 
“If we keep looking to what is best 
for us, for our self-interest, we can 
cooperate with any one. Moral at­ 
titudes, although necessary, are in­ 
capable of definition. Self-interest 
is practical, definable. If all con­ 
cerned would sit down to the coun­ 
cil table stating they were, there 
to look out for self-interest there 
would be a definite basis for tour- 
gaining,”
